A Strange Stoiy. ‘ 

[Prom the In<tian Daily lfev>a.\ 

The poaaiblo e.viBtcnco of aiiothar sur- 
vivor of the Cawnpore massacre should bo 
a m.vttor of vory great interest to us, and 
although there may be some difljoultioe in 
the way, we think the Government of In- 
dia owes something to the memory of one 
of its old offioora, aud someting to bis re- 
presentatives, if any of thorn exist. And 
that one does exist is affirmed iu a manner 
that at least leaves a probability of the 
truth of the statement. We apprehend 
that the facts must be kuowu to the Go- 
verument, and it would be satisfactory to 
learn that something has been attempted, 
even if nothing has been done. The story 
has been detailed to Ua vory oircumstan- 
tiiiily, with too much detail to leave i*. 
open to the sujipoaition that it is all ima- 
gination. The story is in substance as 
follows ; — 

Brigadier Sir Hugh Wheeler, who was 
in command at Cawnpore at the time of 
the mutiny, had two grown-up daughtera. 
Th^e were both with him when he was 
besieged with the garrison at Cawnpore. 
O.n the arrangement of terms with Nana, 
the besieged were conducted by him to 
the river, under the pretence of assisting 
their escape by embarkation. What actu- 
ally took place there is a matter of history. 
The men were butchered, and meanwhile 
the ladies were kept in confinement. After 
the mutineers had finished their work of 
blood at the ghaut, they fell upon the 
helpless women and children, whom they 
had reserved for a worse fate. It is need- 
less to suggest how the ladies were treated 
era they met a merciful deliverance by 
death. It is known that one of Wheeler’s 
daughters bravely mother fate — preferring 
death to falling into the hands of the 



wretches about her. She.flung herself into 
a 'well. The other was reported to be 
luLssing. Hei remains were never found 
or heard of, and the impression was that 
she must have suffered the horrible mutila- 
tion and death wliich befel othera at that 
niiserabie period. But it now appears 
that she survived, and is alive at the pre- 
sent time. She survived the massacre of 
Cawnpore, and has lived the twelve years 
succeeding it,— and for aught that appears 
to the contrary, may see another score of 
years. W e have said that the Go vernmeut 
knows of the case, and the following facts 

will show wliy we hold this opinion ; 

Mr C., an official of high position, while 
on a Dour through his division, had occa- 
sion to camp near a village called S, 
While there, information reached him that 
the missing daughter of 8ir Hugh Wheeler 
WHS in the keeping of a petty Rajah i._ the 
neighborhood, whocame under the amnesty, 
and thereby deprived the gallows of a le- 
gitimate victim. Mr C. managed to send 
a verba! message to Miss Wheeler to the 
effect that if she wished it he would remove 
her from her present position, and restore 
her to her relatives and home. Miss 
Wheeler sent a written, reply, in which 
she told Mr C. that she had been for nearly 
twelve years living with a native in the 
degrading position of an inmate of his 
harem, and that she had children by him, 
and could not muster the moral courage 
to face one of her own kind, let alone her 
re.-itives. She wished to be entirely for- 
gotten, and to be permitted to remain un- 
noticed, or, if thought of at all, “ to be 
remembered as one in the grave." Our 
informant adds— “I would certainly in- 
form her relatives, with a view to some of 
tlreni coming and inducing her to ie.ive the 
harem, if for no other reason, at least for 
the welfare of her soul." 

The above account will give rise to 
curious reflections. It is impossible to 
conceive that Mr C. should not have laid 
the facts before the Goverument ; and it 
is equally impossible to suppose that the 
Government has taken no notice of his 
representations. It may not be an un- 
natural desire on the part of Miss Wheeler 
that she should not re-enter the society in 
which she was brought up after so many 
years of involuntary degradation. Her 
judgment is not altogether to tie trusted. 
Removed as she was in her youth from her 
family and friends, and carried away to a 
life which her nature and training must 
render abhorrent to her feelings, ought 
she to be left, even if she seems to wish it, 
in this truly painful position. Her lapse 
from the reffnemeut of European life to 
the degradatior. of the harem was not a 
voluntary one. It is not as if she was 
reaping the results of perversity or self- 
will. The degradation was involu:.tary 
on her part, and it is not surprising that 
she SAould decline to return to what may 
be termed her natural life. She feels de- 
graded, and fears the height from which 
she was taken. She does not express 
satisfaction with her lot, even though she 
has new ties — and the strongest ones that 
a woman can feel. She “ has not the moral 
courage to face one of her own kind." It 
is not the want of will — not that the hope 
does not exist, but that she cannot take 
the initiative. Torn from her friends 
under circumstances so terrible as those at 
Cawnpore, while yet young, and during 
twelve long weary years without the sup- 
port or countenance of “ one of her own 
kind,” is it surprising that she could not 
meet one even as a friend 1 Should she, 
therefore, lie loft to drug otiltho remainder 



of her 'weary life in degradation, because 
she has not tlio courage to seek the society 
to which she belongaf Uusustained by a 
friendly voice or the cheering smile of ouo 
of heruwnrace threiigh twelvelong years — 
surrounded by inflnonues calculated rather 
tqrejness than to develop the courage her 
condition needs— do wo discharge our duty 
as a nation by listening to the weak sug- 
gestions of a woman to permit her to re- 
main ns one of the dead 1 Do we not owe 
at least one effort to restore the lost ouo 
to society — to give her a choice of once 
more enjoying the pc>ace from which she 
was so rudely torn 1 It may be au cosy 
matter to take refuge from iluty in pro- 
tended deference to the wislies of Miss 
Wheeler herself. But should her judg- 
meut be implicitly trusted 1 Do we not 
owe something to our own views of the 
matter 1 , And ought we not rather to take 
steps that are the most ju.st and proper, 
irrespective of the consideration as to 
whether they may be the most couvonientf! 
We give publicity to this subject os it has 
been brought to our notice, in the full as- 
surance that the press in India, or that of 
England, will not let the matter rest 
where it is. 



The Dead. Sea of California. 

Mark Twain, writing in the Buffalo 
Express, thus describes tliis singular, lake : 

Mono Lake, or the Dead Sea of .Califor- 
nia, is one of the most extraordinary curi- 
osities, but being situated in a very out-of- 
the-way corner of tlie country, and away 
up among the eternal snows of the Sierras, 
it is little known aud very seldom visited. 
A mining excitement carried rao there 
once, aud I spent several months in its 
vicinity. It lies in a lifeless, treele.ss, 
hideous desert, 8000 feet above the level 
of the sea, and is guarded by mountains 
2000 feet higher, svhose summits are hidden 
always in the clouds. 'This solemn, silent, 
soilless sea — 'this lonely tenant of the lone- 
liest spot on earth— is little graced with 
the picturesque. It is an unpretending 
expanse of greyish water, about a hundred 
miles in circumference, with two islands 
in the centre, mere upheavals of rent And 
scorched and blistered kvo, snowed over 
with grey banks aud drifts of pumice-stone 
and ashes, the winding-sheet of the dead 
volcano, whose vast crater the lake has 
seized upon and occupied. 

The lake is 200 feet deep, and its slug- 
gish waters are so strong with alkali that 
if you only dip the most hopelessly soiled 
garment into them once or twice, and 
wring it out, it wffl be found as clean as if 
it had been through your - ablest washer- 
woman’s hands. While we camped there 
our laundry work was easy. We tied the 
week’s washing astern of our boat, and 
sailed for a quarter of a mile, and tlm job 
was complete, .all po wringing out. If we 
threw the water ou our heads, and gave 
them a rub or so, the white lather would 
pile up three inches high. The water is 
not good for bruised places and abrasions 
of the skin. A white man Ciinnot drink it, 
for it is nearly pure lye. It is said that 
the Indians iu the vicinity drink it some- 
times, though. 

There are no fish in Mono l ake— no 
fro^, no snakes, no pollywogs — nothing, 
in fact, that goes to make life desirable. 
Millions of wild ducks and seagulls swini 
about the surface, but no living thing 
exists under tlie surface except a white 
fe.atheiy sort of a worm, half an inch long, 
which looks like a bit of white thread 
frayed out at the sides. If you diji up a 
gallon of water you will get about fifteen 
thousand of tiiese. They give the water a 
sort of greyish --white appearance. Then 
there is a fly which looks something like 
ourh:..'.‘4fly. These settle on the beach 
to eat tiiH ',','Drms that wash ashore — .and 
any time you can see there a belt of flies 
an inch deep and six feet wide, and this 
belt extends clear ai-ound the lake — a belt 
of fliet r. hundred miles long. 

Mono Lake is 150 miles ii. a straight 
line from the ocean, yet thousands of sea- 
gulls go there every season to lay tlieir 
eggs and rear their young. And in this 
connection let ns observe another instance 
of Nature’s wisdom. The islands in the 
lake being merely huge masses of laya, 
coated over with ashes and pumicc-stoue, 
and utterly iunocent of vegetation or any- ' 
thing that ovould burn, and seagulls’ eggs 
beiiig entirely useless to anybody unless 
taey be cooked, Nature haa provided an 
unfailing spring of boiling water on the 
largest island, and you can put your eggs 
in there, and iu four minutes you can boil 
them as hard ns any statement I liave 
made during the past fifteen years. Within 
ten feet of the boiling spring is a spring of 
pure cold water, sweet and wholesome. 

Half a dozen little mountain brooks flow 
into Mono Lake, hnt not a stream of any 
kind flows out of it. It neither rises nor 
falls apparently, and whatever it does with 
its surplus water is a dark and bloody 
mystery. All the rivers of Nevada sink 
into the earth mysteriously after they have 
run a hundred miles or so — none of them 
flow to the sea, as is the fashion of rivera 
in all other lands. 

There are only two seasons in tlie region 
round about Mono Lake, and the.se are tiie 
breaking up of one winter and the begin- 
ning of tlio next. Under fa’vourab’ic cir- 
cumstances it snows at least once in every 
single month in the year, in tlie little town 
of Mono.

During last month, a honibte and fata! 
accident oeemred at the Kneebono Com- 
pany’s mine, El Dorado, Victoria. Olio 
of the workmen, named. P.atiick Cormick, 
was in the act of getting into the cage to' 
ascend the shaft, when the engiue suddenly 
started, lifting the cage, which caught tliu 
wretched man’s head against the cap pieco 
of the opening set of timber, and siuaslied 
it like an egg-shell, 

The Melbourne //craf<f gives a deplor- 
able account of the Chinese lo)iers at Bal- 
larat, who, during tho last .seven moiithH, 
have been gradually growing worse. Tlio 
police and the Geiievoleiit Society have 
made praiseworthy’ eff'orts to relievo thaso 
pariahs of society ; but, with all the at- 
tempts made to alleviate their condition, 
little can be done to stave oft’ the eomiiig 
doom. The lepers themselves know this, 
and piteously tiiey lie about, waiting their 
time of exit from life. The Ballarat Blar 
states that it is almost impossible to ima- 
gine how six of them manage even to 
exist. ‘ They cannot stand upright, as 
their feet appeivr to be uctimlly on the 
point of faffing off. Their legs are wasted, 
their faces have lost ail human sliape, 
while in some cases the fingers have almost, 
entirely distippeared. 'Ihere are eigh t lejinrs 
at Clayton-hiJl, and five others in other 
parts of Ballarat, The public of Victoria 
cannot feel very comfortable with such a 
loiitltsome afid contagious disoiise amongst 
them. 

“ An accident of the saddest nature 
occurred on Sunday evening,” writes the 
Aryus’ con-espondent at Saudhur.it. “ Jtr 
?1. B. Fletcher’s sister-in-law, a young 
gi:, eleven years of aga, ‘named Ag;ii« 
Bird, thougiitlessly poured upon tlie fire 
some kerosene from a tin, wlum the fire 
communicated with tlie tin and set the 
contents on fire, causing Hie unfortunate 
girl to be so severely burnt t'.iat she died 
on Monday morning. Mr and Mrs Flet- 
cher were also burnt in endeavouring to 
save her.” ’ 

A sad and fatal accident occu: .-jd near 
Liverpool, New South Wales, on Jaiiinary 
17. A young girl, whose name is not 
known, .(fnt to the assittauce of a hoy 
named M Uriel, who had gone beyond his 
depth while batliing, and was in danger of 
being drowned. ' In attempting to pull 
him out of the water, Muriel caught tho 
gill in his arias and dragged her in, ami 
before they could be extricated both were 
drowned. 

Whether the weather in Ballarat has 
anything to do with it or not (remarks the 
Ararat Advev'iv.r), we cannot tell, but 
certain it is tna, that town is now turning 
out more lunatics than all tlie rest of the 
Colony. Within the last ten days, no 
fewer tliau fifteen persons sufreriiig from 
insanity have been ndniilted into the 
Ararat lunatic asylum from Baliarat, a 
special coach having to ho put on for their 
accommodation. Perhaps the real secret 
is that in the goldfields nietrofiolistlie late 
fe.stive season has been kept in too jovial 
a manner, and it is just possible that the 
thirst produced by the hot weather was 
allayed by liquor of questionable quality. 
This, in a very large nmnlier of cases, will 
Tie found to be the re.’;’ origin of temporary 
if not confirmed insanity.

All these gentlemen ai-e, 
we believe, residents of the Auckland Pro- 
vince, and all pBrsonnlly interested in its 
welfare, and that of tho gold-fields there. 
The Southern Crosu, edited by Mr Vogel. 
assigns as one of the cliicf mison-s why tho 
next Assern bly should meet at Auckland, 
that it should have the opportunity of 
studying porsonallVthe aspect of affairs on 
tbe Thames — important measures in re- 
ference to that gold-field being promised. 
So it would appear that tlieNortlicni gold- 
fields are to be petted, and are to monopo- 
lise attention, if the editor of the Southern 
Cross spe iks the mind of the Govenmient. 
Under such a state of things, the elecfor.s 
have a right to complain of the way they 
have been treated, and we are gl.id to hear 
that four of these hon. msmbers are likely 
to bo called upon to resign the triist.jilace.i 
in their hands for the public weal, but sac- 
rificed by them at the shrine of personal 
advantage and pei-sonal ease.' No time 
should be lost in demanding their resigna- 
tions, and electing men who will secure to 
Otago and li«r gold-fields that shai-e of the 
revenue and that amount of attintioi 
which is equitalily and justly her due. 
Unfyrtiiual.ely, the division amongst the 
Otago m(;mbei'.s has had the effect of les- 
sening her influence in the Assembly. 
Not that we are thn advocates of the sel- 
fish line of conduct that iiotiutes the Auck- 
land party, xvho seek only the aggrandise- 
ment of their own Province, heedless of 
the cost or the injury inflicted npun other 
portions of the Colony. Still, in the en- 
suing session very grave matter.s, affecting 
the interests of onr gold-fields, were in- 
tended to be brought forward, and we 
suppose such is the intention yet. First 
and foremost is the water supply question, 
a .select committee touching which is sup- 
posed to he DOW sitting. ■ The defining of a 
policy which will do somothiiigto promote an 
efficient supply of ivatertooiirgohUields i.s of 
pararaountimportaiiee. Tf these.ssion is hold 
at Auckland, and the Tli.tmes gold-field is 
to claim loading attention, we shall pro- 
b, ably go to the wall in this matter, for the 
membei-s whose names we have mentioned 
are more largely interested in the )>rogre.ss 
of those gold (inlds tli.an in that of oni-s. 
Then there is thn jivoposed amendment of 
tbe Oold-finlds Aet, repeal of thn gold ex- 
port duty, the oneouragemniit of native in- 
dustries, the repeal of thn Hnudreds Act, 
the local government or shire county mea- 
sure, and other matters, that require special 
consideration, apart from an Auckland 
view of the matter. Other and larger sub 
jeets of colonial jioUcy nl.so require to be 
discussed. How can Messrs Vogel and 
O'Neill, who have not visited the gold- 
fields, bo in accord with their constituents 
on many of these que.stions On several of 
them they hold different opinions to the 
eleotoi-3. Messrs Bbad.siiaw and Haugh- 
TOM may have an opuiion of their own that 
they are infallible, and know all about the 
people's wishes on the.se subjects. We 
deny this assumption if it exists, and say 
that such long intervals between the meet- 
ing of the roprosontod and the representa- 
tive are unsound and inimical in principle, 
especially when non-residence for years is 
added to the evil. The subject is one of 
such serious moment that xve have felt im- 
pelled to deal with it .it greater length than 



is our usual custom, A groat danger ex- 
ists, and every effort must be used to re- 
move it. Wo are not in so good a (losition 
on the gold-fields that wo can longer afford 
to act BO magnanimously to our represon- 
t itivos ns WB have done in thn past. We 
must have more pci-sonal roiirosentation ; 
wi) must have our true interests more zeal- 
ously (u'oiiioted. No one will' pretend to 
say for one moment, that such is the -MW 
us inattors at present stand. ' AVo may 
orilio the existence of many drawbacks,. Soi-' 
shoi'tcoiuiiigs on the part of our represen- 
tatives. AVe do not grudge them their 
personal gains and prominent po.sition, but 
we cannot afi'ord to curry on this kind of 
thing any longer, when tho gain is all on 
ono side and tho lass on the other. It is 
not tile constituencies that are to blame : 
they have not withdrawn themselves from 
their membei's, but the members have de- 
serted them. They must now be content 
to pay the penalties for so flagrantly aban- 
doning their duties.

Saturday. Feb. 26, 1876. 

Tha past week in Dunedin Las been 
bAi'ren of events. I seltloin renlembeu 
having seen so little stii- ; «ml, I suppose, 
owing to the harvesting ojipratioiis not 
baing yet coinpleted, the noble army of 
loafer’s seems at present very thin in num- 
beri In passing through the town, one 
again sees a fair sprinkling of clerie.il 
gentlemen, iti consequence of the present 
session of the Church of EnglatiJ tsynod. 
'J’lie “Bishop Jenner question” lias not yet 
been revived, and I presume they are at 
last going to let him sink into oblivion. 

On Mond.iy, the Clmrlas I'idward sailed 
for Martin’s Bay, carrying, however, only 
two passengers, it being stated after her 
sailing that the Goveniment did not see 
their way to (iroinote immediate settlement 
I sdapeot, however, that it was found a 
difficult matter to inspire intending settleiii 
with the requisite anioiiirt of entli usiasni. 

At tlie flax sales on ilonday there was 
a decided decline in prices; indeed, un- 
seutohed flax found no market at all, Mr 
Hepburn declining to s'dl at the prices 
offered. The best sample only induced a 
bid of £16 10s. In order to insui*e a good 
•sale for this commodity it is necessary for 
it to be got np in first-class style. The 
Dunedin market is of course very limited, 
tlie supply is fast inci-casiiig, and none but 
good samples will realise gooit |.ii •iocs. ’(VTth 
regard to the cultivation of flax, I avius re- 
cently informed by a geiitleinan from 
Auckland that last year lie ti-aiisplauted a 
root into maiden soil which )md been 
broken op and mixed with bone dust aud 
horso mani’.i'e ; now the plant is 16 feet 
liigli, and tha blades are five !iiche.s broad. 
Considerable interest i.s now felt concern- 
ing the culture of this ]>lant, and it will 
be ii subject for careful investigation and 
experiment Avliat soil, situation, and climate 
are best adapted for its growth. 

The otlier night the bell at tlie .so-c,illod 
new post-office was tested for the jiurposc 
of a fire-alarm. Tlie result of tlio trial 
was satisfactory; and if tlie bell war placdl 
in a more a'ivaiitageous ])osltion, I think 
it would answer admirably. Some im- 
proveraont on the existing arrangoniciit 
is smlly needed. , A few nights since, a 
small fire broke out in George-strrcl;, and 
the present alarm-bell was i-uiig with so 
much effect that not one of the usually 
energetic Fire Brigade turued out. Tho 
spirit, truly, was there, but the tones of 
the pre.sont cracked tocsin rvere weak. 

I believe the post-office is soon to he re- 
moved to tlio ground floor of tho Govern- 
ment office.s. The internal fitting,sare now 
rapidly apiiroachiiig compictioii. Tim 
offices aro ailmirahly sda))ted for the pur- 
pose, being both roomy and commodious. 
What is to be done with the old buih.fing 
will be a question for serious consideration. 
Perhaps some enterprising firewood mer- 
chant might go in for it : I should think it 
would barn splendidly. jVs for the rats, 
oh 1 ye terriers of Dmicdiii, jTeparc ye for 
sjiort when th it stately edilico is remove ! !

Brown (naming some suspected thieves) 
cleared out of Laramie at once, they would 
be served in the same manner. This lynch 
law is a stern necessity in these western 
towns, where those whose duties it Is to 
carry out the behe-sts of justice are often 
such unprincipled scoundrels that tliey can. 
be bribed for a few dollars to let off the 
wor.st criminala. I was told by the offleers 
stationed at Fort Steele of a case which 
occurred at Benton, a mile from that fort. 
A well-known bully shot a man iu a drink- 
ing-house just for sport When brought 
u]r before the district judge, though lie 
openly boasted of having frequently com- 
mitted similar acts, he was admitted to 
bail of a few dollars, and of course disap- 
peared as soon a-s released. I heard of 
another ease, in wliich the bally fortunately 
got considerably the worst of it. A gen- 
tleman, was sitting by the stove in the 
public room of the hotel at Laramie, when 
a buily swaggered in, and spat on his boot. 
The gentleman remonstrated, whereupon 
the fellow spat in his face, and was imme- 
diately rewarded by being knocked down. 
Juin[>ing up, foaming with rage, he at- 
tonijited to .stab the gentleman, * but was 
jirevented by the bystanders. It was than 
arranged that each should bo armed with 
a liowie knife, and he put in a dark room 
upstairs, tliere to figiit it out. This ar- 
raiigoment was carried out ; and after 
waiting some time, a heavy fall was heard. 
On opening the door, the bully was dis- 
covered dead on the floor, while the con- 
queror had only a wound through the 
arm.

The btlloou Arhicli went up yesterday is 
made of jaoconet, wliich has been oiled 
several times to make it air-tight. It i.s 
56 feet in length, 102 feet iu circumference, 
and Si feet in diameter. It is e.stimated 
to bo capable of containing 22,000 feet of 
gas. The net which covei-s tlio hag is 
made of stout twine carefully knotted, and 
contains a large number of meslies, which 
alternate from one inch at the toji to two 
feet as they approach the hoop. The ar- 
rangements for filliag the bag were com- 
pleted under the siiperintendeuce of tho 
aSi'onaut, Mr T. Gale. ■

considered sufficiently inflated, although it 
was by no means full.

The Melbourne Age of a late date has 
the following brief but inehmclioly history 
of a ruined life : — “ Another imfortmiute.

aeronaut fixed himself amongst the ropes, 
having firet taken off his hat ami iflaeed a 
red cap oh his head. He then called njion 
tho men to let go the guide-ropes, but they 
either did not hear him, or else they were 
nnwilling to allow him to risk an ascent, 
and they failed to let go, and a few minutes’ 
delay occurred, Mr Gale re-arranged him- 
self, and at his request the men let go tlieir 
hold. ’The balloon rose a' few feet from 
the ground, amidst great cheering from the 
multitude. The inacliiue got clear over 
tho hoarding and ti-avelled along for about 
twenty yards, when Mr Gale found him- 
self again on terra Jirma. A puff of wind 
came and carried it a few yards farther 
still in the direction of tlie Sydney Mint ; 
and when it had got clear ont of the hollow 
the bieeze caught it and carried it upwards 
and onwards witli great rajiidity. In pass- 
ing over the Mint, there .ipjieared every 
likelihood of the balloon coining iu contact 
with the roof of the building. It cleared 
the building, however, but passed so near 
to St. James’ Clinroh stee^rle that many 
people thought the machine would stiike 
against it. In passing over the Mint, Sir 
Gale stood up, aud then seated himself on 
the hoop, and in this jiosition he (rarsued 
his aerial jonniey. Mr Gale took oil' liis 
rap and waved it to the people, who i-e- 
sponded by giving a treinendous cheer. 
The balloon, which did not ascend to any 
very great height, was driven by tho norlli- 
e.ast wind in almost a direct line towards 
Glebe Point. After crossing over the Ul- 
timo Estate, it seemed to descend consider- 
ably, and many persons thought it would 
fall to the ground somewhere near the 
head of Black-Wattle Swamp. The wind, 
however, ju’oved sufficiently strong to buoy 
it up, ami carried it over the hill on the 
other side of the swamp, when it came in 
contact with a iiiulbeiTy tree in some gar- 
den, and Mr Gale got himself stained with 
the fruit It W.1.S soon liberated from the 
tree, when it almost instantly fell into Mr 
Mitchell’s ground on the Glebe Point road, 
and nearly opiwsite to the Hon, George 
Allen’s residence, Toxteth Park. Mr Gale 
was carried against the fence wliich divides 
Mr Mitchell’s garden from the roail ; he 
held on to the fence with one hand, whilst 
with the other lie opened the escape-valve. 
He retained himself in this position until 
assistance came. 'The gas having been dis- 
chai'geil, the bag was folded up, aud both 
it and its owner wore soon afterwards iu 
the city again. 

Numbers of vehicles of ail descriiitlons 
followed the direction in which the balloon 
eras carried, and within a few minutes 
after it fell the Glebe road was completely 
blocked up with them, wliilst hundreds of 
persona caino rushing from all directions.
